Prison for man 
who ‘wasted 
police time’ 


Crowds turn out to pay 
respect to the fallen 


A MAN from 
Porthcawl has 
been sent to prison 
for eight months 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court for pervert¬ 
ing the course of 
justice. 

Gavin Kelly was jailed 
last week, banned from 
driving for 16 months 
and ordered to pay a 
£140 victim surcharge. 

Police started inves¬ 
tigating Kelly after he 
falsely claimed to be 
the victim of a robbery 
to evade accepting 


consequences of making 
off from the scene of a 
collision. 

He drove his Audi 
A3 along the Eastern 
Promenade on March 
this year when he col¬ 
lided with a parked vehi¬ 
cle before making off. 

Later the same day, 
Kelly falsely reported 
to police that he was 
the victim of a robbery 
which took place near 
the Kabin Bar. 

He claimed that he’d 
been assaulted, had his 
car key and vehicle 
stolen,

After an extensive 
investigation into the 
robbery, Kelly was 
identified as the driver 
of the vehicle at the time 
of the collision and his 
allegation of robbery was 
proved to be false. 

He was arrested and 
charged with perverting 
the course of justice. 

DC Evans of Bridgend 
CID said: “This case 
shows how we will 
always investigate every 
crime thoroughly. 

“Kelly chose to waste 
police time and resources 
rather than take responsi¬ 
bility for colliding into a 
parked vehicle and he is 
now paying the price for 
his actions.”

‘No conscience 
in protecting 
environment’ 

1 FULLY support all of the points made in the 
letter from John Bailey (GEM Letters, Nov¬ 
ember 7) regarding the Vale recycling, which 
I am sure will be endorsed by many Council Tax 
paying Vale residents. 

While in Ogmore by Sea we have only had one 
week when the collection was a day late, we have 
suffered from all of the other problems, such as 
plastic recycling being rejected, despite the rejected 
items being labelled as recyclable. We have also had 
rejected items blowing about the street. 

Mr Bailey may not have seen directly the opera¬ 
tion of the recycling vehicles. 

The Vale have employed, clearly being paid by 
Vale Council taxpayers, so-called ‘enforcement 
wardens’ who travel around in cars alongside the 
refuse vehicles with very large rolls of ‘Oops’ stick¬ 
ers which they decide to stick, often erroneously, on 
bags that they decide should be rejected. 

Ironically these labels, after having been peeled 
off, are not recyclable and have to be placed in a 
black bag. 

Also, all glass bottles and jars in the grey boxes 
are removed individually, and passed through holes 
high up in the side of the vehicles. Incredibly time 
consuming, but doubtless the reason why broken 
glass is not accepted. 

Although the Vale claims less contamination, 
because of the total confusion about recycling, more 
is being placed in black bags. We used to use half a 
bag every fortnight; we now use at least one full bag. 

Mr Bailey will no doubt be pleased to know that 
in my email exchange with senior Vale manage¬ 
ment, those who now are having to use more black 
bags for items marked as recyclable, to avoid their 
other bags being rejected, are regarded - and I quote 
- as “not having sufficient conscience in protecting 
and preserving the environment.” 

As Mr Bailey rightly comments, in its current 
form, it is an appalling system.

Having previously received a 
label on my wrongly sorted (blue) plastics bag, I had 
the opportunity yesterday to seek guidance on waste 
separation from Vale Council staff accompanying 
the recycling truck. 

They were enthusiastic about the progress that 
they were making and keen to help residents such 
as me. 

If we want to pass on a better planet to future 
generations, we could start by spending a little 
more time separating our waste and a little less time 
writing grumpy letters to The GEM about council 
employees who are doing their best. 

They need our support, particularly as their job is 
not one that the majority of your readers would wish 
to undertake.

Are residents aware 
of recycling guide? 

H AVING just read John Bailey’s letter 
relating to his experience of waste col¬ 
lection with the new six bag system, I 
would like to draw his attention to what I have 
just discovered following research on the Vale of 
Glamorgan website, leaving me rather puzzled. 

I had to question the collection crew this week as 
they slapped a sticker on my blue bag, rejecting it for 
having two pieces of ‘contaminating’ plastic, each 
bearing recycling symbols. 

I went indoors and scrutinised the booklet sup¬ 
plied by the Vale of Glamorgan, but was left none 
the wiser, as booklet rather limited in its definitions. 

Today, my husband threw three plastic items 
straight into black bin as not featuring in booklet, 
namely yoghurt pots. I went to the Vale council 
website, where I found an A to Z guide to recycling. 

I was careful to choose the appropriate ‘segre¬ 
gated’ recycling option, as they have two systems 
in place. It would seem that the Council has had a 
re-thi nk and moved the goal posts. 

Brown paper can now be placed in the orange bag 
with cardboard; shredded paper can be placed in the 
white bag with other paper. It does not mention the 
colour of shredded paper, so I’m not sure whether I 
will need to separate out strands of brown shredded 
paper. 

As for yoghurt pots, it seems they are accepted 
after all. 

I trust this guide is up to date - who knows? But 
identifying particular items could be a long process 
and how many residents are aware of this guide? 

What I do know is that I now need to refer to this 
guide each time I have an item to add to my waste. 
Do I think every resident in the rural Vale is going 
to have the time and ability to do this, or do I, like 
John Bailey believe they will put more items in their 
black bag, just to make sure all their weekly refuse 
is collected and to minimise the time spent on this 
onerous task? 

Like Mr Bailey, I too have had to pick up rejected 
items blowing along the pavement, not to mention 
broken food bags spilling rotten food everywhere. 
This happens because the crews think it’s easier to 


pick the bags out of the kerbside caddies and throw 
them across to the open collecting wagon rather than 
tip the caddy contents directly into the wagon. This 
practice is most worrying as on more than one occa¬ 
sion our dog has ingested both rotting food and bags 
they have come across on the ground, their ability to 
notice these things being sharper than mine. 

I have sympathy for the collection crews who 
are now expected to scrutinise every householder’s 
recycling bags, not to mention folding empty bags 
and placing them in the glass collection box; no 
wonder collections are taking more time.

Has the Council 
abandoned Holton 
Road?

‘Nothing has 
chanced to make 
road safer’ 

N O one would begrudge for a moment the 
sense of relief that the residents of Llys- 
worney must feel in response to the weight 
limit on traffic through their village. 

There are, however, consequences which will 
be felt by the wider community. Unless a speed 
restriction (not mentioned in the order published 
in The GEM) is applied, three axle 40 ton lorries 
could cross on the B4270 Llantwit Major Road each 
travelling at 60 mph. These vehicles carry shipping 
containers, the normal width of which is eight feet 
(2.43m), and in addition there are the outrigged 
mirrors on the vehicles. 

The carriageway is about 18 feet wide in many 
places with indeterminate and soft verges. The 
implications for other road users, particularly 
cyclists and horse riders, are obvious. At least the 
natural chicanes in Llyswomey limited speeds in the 
same way as those installed by highway authorities. 

The inadequacy of the B4270 for HGVs was an 
important consideration in refusal of planning per¬ 
mission at the time of Bellway proposals for Darren 
Farm several years ago. Nothing has changed since 
then to make the road safer, but it is now intended to 
greatly increase HGV traffic on it. 

The new HGV limitation imposes an extra jour¬ 
ney of two kilometres for HGV traffic aiming to 
travel south at the Pentre Meyrick junction. That 
roughly equates to the extra distances imposed by 
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creating a one way system with HGVs travelling 
south on the B4270, and north via Llyswomey on the 
B4268. Both roads would be much safer; sustainable 
transport, including a cycle/horse riding lane on 
the B4270, would be feasible, and the situation in 
Llyswomey would be significantly ameliorated.

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Cannabis factory 
discovered and five 
arrested in raids 


POLICE arrested five people during 
raids aimed at clamping down on illegal 
drugs in Bridgend and Maesteg last week. 

Officers from the organised crime unit for central 
division carried out the busts as part of their ongo¬ 
ing commitment to ensuring Cannabidiol (CBD) 
products being sold locally are safe for consumption. 

Five people were arrested on suspicion of being 
concerned in the supply of class B drugs. 

Four of them have been released under investiga¬ 
tion, with one being bailed until December 4. 

Police also seized several thousand CBD products 
and uncovered a large-scale cannabis factory. 

Individuals involved in selling and importing 
CBD products are being urged to ensure they are not 
falling foul of UK legislation. 

CBD products are widely advertised and supplied 
by retailers in various forms, including edibles, oils, 
vapes and hemp flowering material. 

However, misconceptions about the products and 


differing world-wide legislation is putting people at 
risk of breaking the law. 

The most common relates to the content of 
Tetrahydrocannabinol (THC) - the illegal active 
ingredient of cannabis plants. 

Some retailers wrongly believe that products are 
legal provided the THC content is less than 0.2 per 
cent or less than lmg. 

Detective sergeant Dick Gregory said: “The 
investigation following this week’s warrants is 
ongoing and I would urge anyone with information, 
suspicions or concerns about the sale of CBD 
products in their area to contact police. 

“I would also urge local retailers to educate 
themselves on Home Office guidance relating to 
CBD products to ensure trey are complying with 
UK legislation.” 

He added: “Quite simply, any product that con¬ 
tains traces of THC is illegal in the UK and if you 
are found to be importing or selling it, you will face 
prosecution.” 


Rough sleepers to be given 
‘wet provision’ as 
homelessness levels increase 


BRIDGEND County Borough Council 
is looking at providing a wet provision 
for homeless people in the county which 
would enable rough sleepers to have 
a bed for the night but still be able to 
drink alcohol on the premises. 

At a recent council meeting, Cllr Cheryl Green 
said people were sleeping rough despite the availa¬ 
bility of empty beds in the town because they were 
not allowed in if they were using alcohol or drugs. 

She said: “It’s a vicious circle - people take these 
things very often to get through the night as they’re 
dependent on alcohol and substances but they’re 
not allowed in if they’ve been drinking or on drugs. 

“If they wish to sleep outdoors it’s their prerog¬ 
ative, but if they wish to have a bed for the night 
there should be someone, somewhere to help them.” 

Cabinet member for wellbeing and future gener¬ 
ations Dhanisha Patel said she planned to visit the 
wet provisions in Cardiff. 

She told councillors: “Cardiff has two wet provi¬ 
sions - one is run by the council and one by a third 
sector provider. I plan to go and have a look at how 
it works.” 

During the corporate overview and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee on November 7, Cllr Jane Gebbie said she 
was concerned about the rising population of home¬ 
less people, especially in Bridgend town centre. 

She said: “Our capacity is very limited and I’m 
concerned we are not doing what we need to be 


doing for our community when we’ve got so many 
homeless people out there. 

“We’ve got somebody that quite often leaves all 
their belongings in the entrance way to the civic 
centre to keep their stuff safe and dry. While one 
person that used to do this has been supported by the 
Wallich, we’ve got another person who has claimed 
it as their spot.” 

Council leader Huw David said a homelessness 
strategy was due to come before cabinet next month. 

He told councillors the local authority had 
recently extended the number of beds offered 
to rough sleepers needing intensive support but 
admitted more funding was needed as the council 
was having to support more homeless people than 
ever before. 

Cllr Patel said there were signs that funding from 
Welsh Government, which is used for projects to 
help prevent homelessness or support people living 
in their own homes or hostels, was going to be 
reduced next year. 

She said: “We are working on lobbying Welsh 
Government to make sure that doesn’t happen and 
proving the point Supported People funding is 
valuable and well-used.” 

During 2017/18, the number of people who came 
to the local authority for help either because they 
were homeless or about to become homeless hit 
1 , 020 . 

The figure is expected to have increased by a 
third over the last year. 


Big crowds as rockets light 
up the sky 


MORE than 1,000 peo¬ 
ple gathered at Maesteg 
Rugby Club on November 
5 to watch fireworks light 
up the sky above. 

The annual event was put on 
by the town’s Rotary Club. 

An event spokesman said: 
“A crowd of well over a thou¬ 
sand were treated to a fantastic 
display. 

“The Rotary Club would 
like to thank the people of 
Maesteg for turning out in 
great numbers. 

“The profits go to local and 
international charties.” 



Littering smokers slapped 
with £25,000 worth of fines 


A PRIVATE company 
contracted by the local 
authority in Bridgend to 
crack down on littering 
in the county has issued 
more than £25,000 worth 
of fines in five months. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council appointed 3GS in April 
on an initial one-year contract. 

From May to September, 
3GS enforcement officers have 
issued almost 400 fines - the 
vast majority to people dropping 
cigarettes. 

A report going before a 
council scrutiny committee on 
November 14 shows 383 fixed 
penalty notices were issued for 
littering cigarettes, eight fines for 
dropping general litter and two 
fines for littering food waste. 

The numbers could have been 
higher - 3GS suspended its 


operations briefly in September 
after replacing two of its enforce¬ 
ment officers and retraining new 
ones for the county area. 

Officers said there was a pay¬ 
ment rate of around 70%. 

Many of the fines were 
issued in Bridgend town centre, 
Newbridge Fields and Porthcawl. 

People are given 28 days to 
pay the fine and if no payment 
is made, they are issued with a 
reminder letter. 

After that period, 3GS pre¬ 
pares a case file which is then 
submitted to the council’s legal 
department. 

The latest figures show 
four people are currently being 
prosecuted for not paying their 
fines, with 70 cases pending 
prosecution. 

In its report for the council, 
3GS said 22 fines had been 
issued in error. 


The contract with 3GS is 
based on a ‘cost neutral’ format, 
where the council doesn’t pay 
3GS but the company recovers 
its operating costs from the rev¬ 
enue generated through issuing 
fines and the payments received. 

Council officers said the type 
of contract placed communi¬ 
cation, public relations and 
reduction of offences above pure 
income generation, adding any 
surplus that 3GS accrued over 
and above its operating costs, 
overheads and profits was shared 
with the council. 

Since the end of August, 3GS 
has also been enforcing against 
dog fouling, fining dog walkers 
if they fail to pick up their dog’s 
mess, are unable to show that 
they have dog poo bags with 
them or fail to put their dog on a 
lead when requested to do so by 
an enforcement officer.

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Community sport will die a 
‘slow death’ without urgent 
change, says councillor 


THE cabinet of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) met yesterday 
(Wednesday) after The 
GEM went to press to 
reconsider its decision to 
hike fees for outdoor sports 
facilities by up to 500 per 
cent. 

Cabinet members first voted 
through the new policy on October 
22 but it was called in by opposi¬ 
tion councillors who then, follow¬ 
ing a special scrutiny committee, 
voted to send it back to cabinet. 

During the scrutiny commit¬ 
tee meeting, a large number of 
representatives from football, 
rugby and cricket clubs attended 
to warn the council the increase 
in charges would see clubs across 
the county being forced to close. 

Pencoed RFC’s chair¬ 
man Stephen Davies said 
the new policy would see the 
club’s costs rise by more than 
£30,000 over the rugby season. 

BCBC’s chief executive Mark 
Shephard said the local authority 
wanted to see the facilities taken 
on by clubs under the community 
asset transfer (CAT) process, 
adding the charges were there as 
a guideline in the event that some 
clubs were unable or unwilling 
to take on greater responsibil¬ 
ity for pitches and pavilions. 

However, opposition coun¬ 
cillors said they wanted further 
information about a number of 
areas, saying there was a lack 
of clarity over the actual main¬ 
tenance costs for facilities, as 
well as a proposed new fund 
being set up to support children. 

The cabinet will meet on 
Wednesday, November 13 at 


2.30pmtolookattheproposal again. 

In announcing the date and 
time of the meeting, the council 
has also provided details of the 
new fund - about £75,000 will 
be available annually to support 
mini, junior and youth teams. 

In a statement, the cabinet 
member for communities, Cllr 
Richard Young, said the council 
faced a funding shortfall of more 
than £3 6m over the next four years 
and needed to find new ways of 
providing services while protect¬ 
ing education and social services. 

He said: “This is not about trying 
to generate extra income, selling 
off playing fields for development 
or any of the other misconcep¬ 
tions that seem to have sprung 
up around this very serious issue. 

“Nobody wants to remove 
sports facilities from the county 
borough, but it is useless to simply 
bury your head in the sand and say 
‘I don’t want anything to change’. 

“Despite the length of time that 
we have been working on this 
and how it has been subject to 
both scrutiny and budget-setting 
processes, I have yet to see any 
critics of the proposal put forward 
viable, realistic, alternative plans 
which will enable the funding 
shortfall to be covered elsewhere. 

“Unless we all act together 
and do something now, com¬ 
munity sport is going to die a 
slow death as facilities deteri¬ 
orate and become unusable. 

“We fully appreciate that this 
presents local sports clubs with 
challenges, but we are appeal¬ 
ing to them to come and work 
with us on developing long-term 
viable solutions that will serve 
to preserve community sport. 

“The council wants to work 


alongside and support clubs 
and organisations who take on 
the running of local facilities. 

“Our community asset transfer 
process has been reviewed and 
streamlined to make it easier to 
use, and with a £ 1 m fund providing 
support, we are further proposing 
that a new a nn ual Hind of around 
£75,000 is established to support 
mini, junior and youth teams and 
ensure that they do not miss out. 

“The community asset trans¬ 
fer process is already benefiting 
the likes of Bryncethin Rugby 
Club, who are positively thriving 
with a newly-refurbished club 
house and community hub.” 

He added: “The removal of 
the subsidised cost and move 
towards full-cost recovery will 
begin in 2020, but it will only 
affect clubs who do not wish to 
take part in the CAT process. 

“The prices quoted are 
also guideline figures. 

“If all clubs and organi¬ 
sations make use of the asset 
transfer process, then clearly 
no one will face having to 
meet the full costs for using 
and maintaining local facilities. 

“We are extremely flexible in 
how we approach this, and are will¬ 
ing to discuss other options, too. 

“Nobody wants to be in 
this position, but in this time 
of austerity when numerous 
other councils are undertaking 
similar moves, I believe that 
community asset transfers 
offer the best possible solution. 

“More than that, I think that 
they could be used to support 
a wider sense of partnership 
working which will ensure 
that community sport not 
only continues, but thrives.”

1,000 fines dished out as 
‘Roly Patroly’ catches illegal 
parkers 


A NEW mobile camera 
car which drives around 
schools, past bus stops and 
zig-zags at crossing points 
in Bridgend has resulted 
in more than 1,000 fines 
being issued for parking 
violations in one year. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council bought the car in early 

2018, wanting to clamp down 
on unsafe or illegal parking by 
schools and in other areas. Called 
Roly Patroly - a six-year-old won 
a school competition to name it 
- the enforcement car covers the 
whole county, driving past every 
school at least once a month. 

From April 2018, to March 

2019, a total of 1,041 fines were 
issued based on parking violations 
detected by the car. 

A report going before coun¬ 
cillors on a scrutiny committee 
on November 14 states that 216 
fines were challenged, of which 55 
were accepted. 

Meanwhile, 10 fines reached 
the tribunal stage with two being 
upheld. 

It is not yet known how much 


the council has made from fines 
being issued but based on the fines 
being £70, discounted to £35 if 
paid within the first 21 days, it will 
be at least £35,000. 

When the car was first intro¬ 
duced, the cabinet member for 
education Charles Smith said the 
service had nothing to do with 
generating income, being focused 
on increasing road safety outside 
local schools and helping to keep 
children safe. 

Council officers said revenue 
raised through Penalty Charge 
Notices was first used to off-set 
the cost of providing the enforce¬ 
ment with any surplus being used 
in accordance with legislative 
requirements. 

They said the enforcement was 
“well-received” in the county in 
the management of inappropriate 
parking and compliance with traf¬ 
fic orders. 

The car uses CCTV automatic 
number plate recognition and is 
equipped with a software system 
based on GPS that has been 
updated with geographical park¬ 
ing restrictions. 

It is designed to record any 
motorists who park their cars 


illegally on school ‘keep clear’ 
zones, bus stops, pedestrian 
crossings with zig-zags and other 
restricted areas that put children 
at risk. The car only needs to 
drive past in order to do its job, 
and doesn’t need to park or stop 
outside a school. 

The information is then 
assessed by a civil enforcement 
officer who decides whether there 
is sufficient evidence to proceed 
with the case. The officer pre¬ 
pares an evidence pack which is 
forwarded to the Wales Penalty 
Processing Partnership (WPPP) 
for processing - the partnership 
processes payments and appeals 
on behalf of BCBC. 

Drivers caught on camera park¬ 
ing illegally will receive a penalty 
charge notice in the mail for £70, 
discounted to £35 if paid within 
the first 21 days. People are able to 
first appeal to the local authority’s 
shared appeals service and if they 
are dissatisfied with the outcome 
they can then take an appeal to 
the independent Traffic Penalty 
Tribunal, which is a judiciary 
service.

‘Zombie’ properties blighting 
Welsh towns, AM claims 


HUW Irranca-Davies says too many “zombie” com¬ 
mercial premises are blighting Welsh towns and 
villages. 

The Ogmore AM has asked the Welsh Government what it 
can do to tackle former commercial premises now lying empty. 
He said they include long-unused petrol stations like one at the 
entrance to Ogmore Vale and a dilapidated factory shell at the 
entrance to Evanstown. 

Mr Irranca-Davies told AMs: “Business owners and absentee 
landlords can sit on these properties with business rate reductions 
or exemptions for years and even decades. 

“Despite the best efforts of local authorities to work with 
owners, landlords and agents, they remain crumbling eyesores. 

“Local authorities have measures they can take on matters 
like environmental health, safety and security; but this merely 


maintains the buildings in a state of near dereliction. 

“They are zombie commercial premises and they bring a 
community down.” 

He asked how the Government can explore new streamlined 
measures for local authorities to tackle empty commercial proper¬ 
ties, and also for details on what powers currently exist. 

Finance Minister Rebecca Evans said local authorities have 
powers to help bring redundant commercial properties back into 
use in the same way that they do for residential properties. 

She said the Government is keen to ensure that local authorities 
have the skill, knowledge and confidence to put those powers to 
the best use for their communities. 

The Government has been dealing with empty properties 
through its targeted regeneration programme. 

Ms Evans invited Mr Irranca-Davies to write to Housing 
Minister Julie James about the specific cases he had mentioned.

Different communication 
strategy needed on budget, 
says council chief 


THE chief executive of 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council has said the local 
authority needs to commu¬ 
nicate with residents in a 
different way over budget 
cuts. 

Mark Shephard told councillors 
that officers were drawing up a 
strategy on a new approach to 
public engagement, saying part 
of the problem involves residents 
thinking it is the council’s fault 
that it has a 35% reduction in 
funding. 

He said: “Typically, the view 
is that we’re all useless, we don’t 
know what we’re doing and we’re 
incompetent. There’s not an 
understanding of where the prob¬ 
lem comes from; I don’t blame the 
public for that, I blame us. 

“My concern is if we simply 
carry on trying to pretend we 
can do things in the way we have 
before, the public will think we 


can - and it’s a rocky road what¬ 
ever the subject might be.” 

He said rather than going out to 
public consultation on individual 
issues as it currently does, there 
was a need for people to see 
issues in a wider context with the 
understanding that the status quo 
was no longer an option. 

He said: “We need to engage 
and communicate with the public 
on an ongoing basis so we’re not 
simply going out once a year 
with the medium term financial 
strategy which feels a little bit 
as though we’re just throwing 
unpalatable options at them. 

“It needs to be part of a wider, 
ongoing engagement and con¬ 
versation so they understand our 
position and we understand their 
priorities. 

“We have to have a different 
strategy which tells the public 
that we need a different operating 
model to an extent. 

“We shouldn’t be naive, it will 
still be difficult and we will still 


have to make decisions that are 
unpopular. 

“But at the moment, the public 
still don’t realise these cuts are not 
our fault. It’s like saying to them 
if you knocked off 35% of your 
household budget, you would 
have some very difficult decisions 
to make, as we do. 

“With that reduced budget, 
you can’t carry on and do all 
the same things you once did. 
We tend to consult on individual 
subjects and we provoke quite a 
lot of opposition which is partly 
because people do not understand 
the context as a whole.” 

The local authority has recently 
come in for heavy criticism after 
proposing to hike the charges of 
outdoor sports facilities by 500%, 
saying it can no longer afford to 
run them anymore. 

It is faced with having to make 
around £30m budget cuts over the 
coming four years.

Concerns raised about scrapping 
school transport 


Trio rescued after getting stuck 
in ‘soft mud’ 


REGIONAL AM Suzy 
Davies is concerned that 
plans to remove school 
transport from some pupils 
aged 16 and over will deter 
many from staying on at 
school or college and gain¬ 
ing further qualifications. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council is currently consulting 
parents and others about pro¬ 
posed changes to its school trans¬ 
port policy as it attempts to make 
savings of £775k from its budget. 

Welsh Conservative Mrs 
Davies welcomed some changes 
to the original proposals which 
mean that pupils attending sixth 
forms in Welsh medium and faith 
schools will retain their school 
bus places. 

She said: “That is good news, 
as removing the free transport 
for those schools would have 
had devastating consequences 
on pupil numbers as they draw 
children from the entire borough. 
It would have inevitably compro¬ 
mised the growth of the Welsh 
language. 

“However, there is an issue 
with the removal of all post-16 
transport for the other schools 
and from Bridgend College. The 
College draws students from 


the whole borough and at the 
moment, they receive a free bus 
pass. 

“I will be asking the council 
for a copy of their detailed impact 
assessment report on how this 
policy change could deter pupils 
from attending college or staying 
on at school. 

“The Welsh Conservative 
Green Card policy solves that 
problem by providing free bus 
transport for this age-group but 
the Welsh Labour Government 
pass only offers a discount. 

“Learner transport is an 
investment in the fUture of our 
young people. Taking it away 
may not only harm their indi¬ 
vidual prospects but long term, 
will have a detrimental effect 
on the creation of a skilled, 
educated workforce in Bridgend 
able to take up the challenges 
posed by both new and existing 
employers.” 

Mrs Davies said that the 
council had also not addressed 
the situation of young carers who 
often have to struggle to attend 
school on top of their caring 
responsibilities and taking trans¬ 
port away from them will make 
it even harder for them to pursue 
further education opportunities. 

Mrs Davies said that she 
accepted that the council was 


reverting back to the statutory 
limits for providing transport to 
pupils living more than two miles 
from primary school and three 
miles from secondary school 
instead of the more generous 
limits until now of one and a half 
miles and two miles. 

She continued: “The coun¬ 
cil says that it has employed an 
outside consultant to devise safe 
routes to school for pupils who 
are losing their buses. 

“We have to be absolutely 
confident that these routes are 
indeed safe and that children are 
in no way put at risk by taking 
away their school bus. 

The views of the children 
themselves are critical in devis¬ 
ing safe routes. 

“As a regional AM, I deal 
with other areas where parents 
have had to fight hard to get the 
local authority to scrap some of 
the so-called safe routes that they 
were proposing. 

“In one case, children were 
being expected to walk through 
an unlit wood alongside a river 
which was completely unaccept¬ 
able. I hope that cases like this 
will not arise in Bridgend.”

NATIONAL Coastwatch Institute in 
Porthcawl dealt with six incidents and 
monitored an extra 12 during October. 

The group has recorded 78 incidents to date, an 
increase of 25% on 2018 statistics. 

Recently, there were three incidents involving 
persons getting stuck in the soft mud at the marina 
entrance, which is a tempting shortcut at low water, 
but currently there is deep, soft mud in the entrance 
channel which can be dangerous. 

Incidents involving surfers, kitesurfers and wind¬ 
surfers were reported to the Coastguard and with all 
of them resulting in a positive outcome. 


Trainees have made excellent progress so far and 
are already joining mentored watches as a ‘third pair 
of eyes’ in the tower. 

The poor weather during October resulted in the 
group logging and monitoring 559 vessels, a decline 
on previous months. 

The group will be attending the Porthcawl

Porthcawl NCI. 

Also in November, the institute has its annual 
assessment to ensure it meets the high standards 
required by UK Coastguard, to remain a Search and 
Rescue asset and retain our Declared Facility Status.

Deadline looms to get 
water abstraction licence 


THE deadline is fast 
approaching for changes 
in water abstraction licence 
requirements. 

New regulations mean that 
transitional license applications 
will need to be submitted before 
December 31 to prevent losing 
the right to abstract water from 
January 1, 2020. 

Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW) regulates water abstrac¬ 
tion which is the process of taking 
water directly from surface water, 
such as rivers, or groundwater, 
such as boreholes. 

Kathryn Mainwaring, NRW’s 
Water Resources lead specialist 
advisor, said: “If you take more 
than 20 cubic meters (4,400 gal¬ 
lons) per day from a surface or 
groundwater source you are likely 
to need a transitional licence. 

“Before 2018, a lot of water 
abstraction activity was exempt 
from licencing but changes to 
the law now require previously 


exempt abstractors to apply for 
transitional abstraction licences. 

“Water abstraction can have a 
significant impact on the envi¬ 
ronment and until now, these 
abstractors have legally been able 
to take an unlimited supply of 
water, without consideration of 
impacts on the environment or 
other water users.” 

Several activities which were 
previously exempt will now 
require a licence if they take more 
than 20 cubic meters per day; 
these include: 

• Abstraction for any purpose 
in a previously geographically 
exempt groundwater or surface 
water area. These covered a large 
proportion of north, west and 
wouth west Wales. 

• All forms of irrigation (pre¬ 
viously only spray irrigation 
required a licence). 

• Warping (the abstraction of 
water containing silt to fertilise 
agricultural land). 

Kathryn added: “We need to 


make sure that the amount of 
water taken from our rivers or 
out of the ground does not cause 
unacceptable impacts on the envi¬ 
ronment or other water users. 

“By applying before the 
deadline, you will benefit from 
a streamlined process which 
makes most applications easier 
and cheaper and you are more 
likely to be able to take water as 
you’ve done in the past. You’ll be 
able to continue abstracting as you 
have done in the past while your 
application is determined. 

“If you don’t apply, you may 
lose your right to abstract water 
and could face enforcement action 
including prosecution if you con¬ 
tinue to do so.”

News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


THE new apiary 
site is now ready 
to be occupied; 
it is still on 
Fonmon estate, 
but I cannot move 
any of the hives 
there until lower 
temperatures set 
in and confine 
the bees to their 
respective hives. 

Why is this? 

A minimum distance 
of at least three miles 
is recommended due to 
the fact that bees use 
local landmarks to rec¬ 
ognise their home base. 

The new site is about 
a half-mile away and 
were I to move the hives 
while the bees are still 
actively out foraging, 
they would pick up on 
familiar landmarks and 
return to their old site. 

So to aid the move, 
I require low tempera¬ 
tures to kick in and for 
the bees to adapt to a 
winter shutdown mode 
- this is not hibernation! 

When temperatures 
are 10°C or above and 
the weather is fair, hon¬ 
eybees will venture out 
quite readily, regardless 
of the fact that it is sup¬ 
posed to be winter. 

The bees that occupy 
the hives in winter are 
not programmed to 
be foragers; their job 


is to keep their queen 
alive and to sustain 
themselves on the 
stores gathered in by 
their sisters earlier in 
the year, and to only 
emerge in the spring of 
the following year. 

However, due to our 
milder winters, bee 
activity is a regular fea¬ 
ture now and any activ¬ 
ity equates to energy 
expenditure. 

This expenditure of 
energy has to be sup¬ 
ported from the in-hive 
food stores. 

Although mild win¬ 
ters can be looked upon 
as a bit of a blessing, 
there is not much in the 
way of plants to forage 
for the active bees to 
collect. 

To replenish their 
diminishing supplies, 
the beekeeper must stay 
alert and supply a ready- 
for-use alternative. 

This alternative sup¬ 
ply is a block of sugar 
dough (which looks 
like icing sugar, but is 
better for the bees), a 
commercially made 
product that the bees 
can consume straight 
away and not have to 
process it as they would 
if it was nectar from 
external flora. 

Will all go as 
planned? Watch this 
space!

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Matt Maynard 
appointed 
Glamorgan 
head coach 

GLAMORGAN Cricket are pleased to 
announce that Matt Maynard has been 
appointed as the club’s head coach. 

Maynard has signed a three-year deal which will 
see him remain at the club until at least the end of 
the 2022 season. The former Glamorgan captain 
and head coach returned to the club in late 2017 
as a batting consultant, before being named as the 
interim head coach for the 2019 season. He guided 
the Welsh county to fourth place in division two in 
the Specsavers County Championship as his side 
narrowly missed out on promotion. 

Maynard has extensive experience in the head 
coach role, having previously been in the position 
at Glamorgan between 2008 and 2010. Following 
his departure he enjoyed a successful stint with the 
Titans, winning the domestic four-day competition 
as well as the domestic T20 competition in his first 
year at the club. 

Maynard then spent three years at Somerset as 
their director of cricket before re-joining Glamorgan. 

The 53-year-old was also an assistant coach under 
Duncan Fletcher when the England team won the 
Ashes in 2005. Maynard had a glittering 20 year 
playing career with Glamorgan where he amassed 
over 24,000 first-class runs and struck a club record 
54 first-class centuries. He famously captained the 
side to the County Championship title in 1997, 
and played a key role in three one-day competition 
victories in 1993, 2002 and 2004. 

Maynard also represented England 18 times, in 
four Test matches and 14 ODIs, between 1988 and 
2000. “It’s very exciting to be able to carry on the 
work we started this year. 

“I love being a part of this club and I have 
enjoyed working with the players and coaching staff 
throughout the season. There is lots of talent within 
the squad and we have a good mix of young players 
and experienced heads. 

“We saw a big improvement in the County 
Championship and Royal London One-Day Cup but 
it’s important we continue that upward trajectory 
and take our form across into the Vitality Blast next 
season.” 

Director of cricket, Mark Wallace, added: “We 
are delighted to have secured Matt as our permanent 
head coach. After conducting a thorough review of 
the season with players, coaches and staff it became 
apparent Matt should continue his role as head 
coach. The side showed a great deal of improvement 
across two of the three formats under his leadership 
and came very close to gaining promotion in the 
County Championship. 

“Matt is a highly experienced head coach who has 
developed his skills around the world and possesses 
an intimate knowledge of the club and how we are 
structured. He has developed a very good rapport 
with the players since his return and helped to 
improve their individual games and mind sets. 

“Retaining Matt is great news for the club and 
we look forward to him carrying on his fine work at 
Glamorgan over the next few years.”

However, Athletic supporters felt 
that the courtesy ended there and, 
after some bruising tackles on the 
20-minute mark, a brawl broke out. 

When the dust settled the referee sent 
off Tondu skipper, lock Hywel Davies. 

Down to 14 men and struggling at 
the set piece scrums against the expe¬ 
rienced Athletic front row of props 
man of match Matthew Norman and 
Wayne Fooks and hooker Lee Murphy, 
Tondu nevertheless launched a sig¬ 
nificant attack inside the Athletic 22. 

Outside half Gareth Lindenbum put 
a penalty to touch five metres from 
the Athletic try line. A driving maul 
was halted just short of the try line, 
but scrum half Geraint Gillet moved 
the ball quickly to the blind side to 
see wing Stuart Young dive over near 
the comer flag for an unconverted try. 

The lead was short lived as the 
Athletic pack forced a penalty which 
Bevan put into touch five metres from 
the try line. Hooker Murphy found 
flanker Sean Williams with his throw

in. Tondu could not halt the Athletic 
driving maul which Murphy had joined 
and secured the touchdown. This try 
saw Murphy become the Ath’s leading 
try scorer this campaign with his third 
of the season. Bevan kicked the con¬ 
version to give the Athletic a 7-5 lead. 

For 20 minutes in the second half 
the pattern of Athletic territorial and 
possession dominance continued with 
Athletic lock Ben Cording and No 8 
Ben Davies adjudged to have been held 
up over the try line; and flanker Ben 
Howe penalised for a double movement 
on the floor close to the Tondu line. 

It was becoming a stirring defensive 
performance from the men in blue and red 
and when the ball went loose it was hacked 
down field by a grateful Tondu forward. 

Tondu’s chase and pressure was good, 
forcing a penalty on the Ath 22-metre line 
and replacement Luke Whitall kicked the 
goal to give the Waterwheelers an 8-7 lead. 

What followed was like the siege of the 
Alamo as, roared on by the fans, Tondu’s 
defiant defence frustrated every attacking 
effort by the Athletic, who brought on 


lock Jonathon Stoker for Will Petchell 
and Nathan Holman at hooker. Another 
enforced change saw scmm half Thomas 
leave the field with an ankle injury forc¬ 
ing an Athletic reshuffle with full back 
Davies moving to scmm half, Lloyd 
to full back and debutant youth centre 
Danny O’Sullivan joining the action. 

O’Sullivan took to senior mgby like 
a duck to water making three strong 
mns at the Tondu defence, while Bevan 
narrowly missed a wide out penalty. 

The Athletic chose to kick two 
further penalties to touch in the hope 
of driving Tondu over the try line. 

With about 10 minutes to go, 
Tondu picked up a yellow and had 
to fight on with just 13 defenders. 

Holman did cross for Athletic but 
the referee adjudged he was held up. 
Another drive was halted and to the 
delight of the home side, a defensive 
five-metre scrum was awarded to 
Tondu with two minutes remaining. 

The Athletic eight summoned 
one final effort with Holman striking 
against the head and the Athletic pack 


shoving the Tondu eight backwards. 
The referee spotted an illegal hand in 
the scmm and immediately ran under 
the posts to award a penalty try. 

The Athletic felt they deserved their 
victory, but there was no doubt that 
Tondu also deserved more than a losing 
bonus point for their awesome defence. 

The Tondu coaching team will be dis¬ 
appointed the game slipped away in the 
final minutes, but must be encouraged by 
the defensive display from the whole team 

Athletic team manager Paul Heame 
summed up. “It was a very hard- 
fought victory against 14 men for an 
hour. In the first half particularly after 
dominating possession and territory we 
squandered some gilt-edged chances. 
The second half was a battle, but 
our persistence paid off in the end.”
